ers. Plans are underway to reopen, 
revamp, and rename the once-popu- 
lar coffee house here on campus. 
The Bean Scene opened in 2002 as 
a coffee house run solely by student 
volunteers. It offered all sorts of cof- 
fee drinks and gave volunteers an 
opportunity to run their own busi- 
ness. They weren’t in it to make 
money, but to give students a coffee 
house-type place to go.

According to Jennifer Cramer, direc- 
tor of student activities, the Bean 
Scene closed last spring when student 
volunteers were hard to come by, 
attendance declined, and students 
started loosing interest. 

“The coffee house trend had run its 
course,” she said. 

Then, following the closing, a group 
of new students became interested in 
the Bean Scene. They handed out 
surveys to get a feel for what other 
students wanted to see done to the 
place. 

A pub-type atmosphere topped the 
list of student “wants.” in the survey. 
Jennifer Cramer said she defines a 
pub as “a non-drinking environment 
with a big screen TV.” Basically it has

They have many new ideas such as 
putting up a divider to separate the 
quiet area from the recreation area. 
They also want to put in a pool table, 
a projector for movies and television 
programs such as Monday night 
football games, and a VCR/DVD 
player. Some design additions 
include painting and new furniture. 

First, the students have to submit a 
proposal to the school for approval 
by the college administration before 
they can move on. 

If their proposal is approved, they 
will sponsor a renaming contest for 
the Bean Scene. They say if it’s going 
to be much more than a coffee house, 
then the old name just won’t suit it 
any more. 

TJ Kirsch got involved because he 
saw it as a “business opportunity and 
a way to give students something to 
do by helping to run the place.” 

He said, “We hope to create an envi- 
ronment students want to go to.”

for “American Idol.” 

Among the 10,000 hopefuls that 
turned up at the August 10 auditions 
in Omaha, Neb., Clarke’s own Ably 
Schultz was waiting in line with hopes 
of making it big in Hollywood. 

Schultz, a senior musical theatre 
major with a minor in vocal perform- 
ance, kept the advice of her family 
and friends in mind as she decided to 
do the tryout. “People are always 
telling me that I should audition,” she 


said. “I’ve always wanted to try, even 
though I don’t necessarily have.a pop 
voice—mine is more musical theatre.” 

Schultz, who was visiting her 
boyfriend in Omaha at the time, 
decided she had nothing to lose. 
“Usually the auditions fall at a time 
when I have school or a show that I’m 
in,” she said. 

The auditions were held at the 
Qwest Center in downtown Omaha. 
Registrations was August 9, a day 


before the tryouts began. She had the 
option of bringing one person with 
her and Schultz chose to bring her 
boyfriend along. 

“You just go in, show them two 
forms of I.D., and then you get a lit- 
tle paper wristband that you can’t take 
off,” she said. “Mine was orange and 
my boyfriend’s was green.” 

On the day of the auditions, Schultz 
got to the Qwest Center around 5 


a.m. “I figured there wouldn’t be very 
many people there, but there were a 
couple thousand already,” she said. 
Until 8 a.m. film crews took crowd 
shots ‘and handed out T-shirts and 
party favors. 

At 8 a.m., the crowd was let into the 
Qwest Center, where each person 
received an assigned seat number and 
a ticket. “It felt like a sporting event,” 
said Schultz. “There was food there, 
and people were singing all around 

me— the good and the inter- 


esting. 
Everyone was taught one 
song to sing for the 


cameras —“Born in the U.S.A.” “We 
probably shot it at least 10 times,” 
said Schultz. 

All of the auditions took place in 
the center of the stadium where 
there were 12 tables set up, with one 
or two judges at each table. The 
show's resident judges, Simon 
Cowell, Randy Jackson, and Paula 
Abdul, weren’t at the Qwest Center; 


the first round is merely preliminary.

Facebook Creator 
Speaks in Dubuque

very college guy sits around 
H his dorm with his room:" 
mates talking about the 
same typical college guy things, 
“How do we create efficiency in the 
way people interact?” OK, so maybe 
that’s not what every college guy is 
talking about, but for Chis Hughes 
this is a topic he and his college 
roommates Mark Zuckerberg and 
Dustin Moskovitz pondered quite a 
bit. It’s this topic of conversation 
that led these roommates to create 
Facebook, a craze that everyone in 
the online social world is getting 
caught up in. 

On Wednesday October 17 Chris 
Hughes spoke to a crowded audito- 
rium at Loras College on behalf of 
Barack Obama. This 23 year old 
might not have looked the part of a 
campaign representative in dress 
pants and sneakers, but he captured 
the attention of everyone present 
with his talk about Obama and the 
candidate’s plan for the country. 

Back in 2004 when Facebook was 
created, Hughes, Zuckerberg and 
Moskovitz were just a few Harvard 
guys looking to create a way that 
they could know what friends, peers, 
and other social groups were doing 
and share information with them. 

Besides making direct contact with 
a peer there was no way this was 
possible. This usually proved to be 
extremely difficult with everyone’s 
busy schedule and made it harder to 
keep in touch with friends you did- 
n't see every day. 

So, Facebook was created; at first it 
was a very general version of what 
you see today, including only basic 
information and profiles. Hughes 
and his friends each created a profile 
and added friends, who in turn 
added friends, who also added 
friends. 

“Before we knew it we had 6,000 
people signed on in three weeks,” 
said Hughes. 

Slowly Facebook started to include 
all four-year colleges and universities 
and has now moved forward so that 
anyone with an e-mail address can 
get a Facebook profile. 

“Facebook models real life interac- 
tion and social groups, only online,” 
said Hughes 

Now with over 45 million users, 
Facebook is one of the most highly 
trafticked Internet sites. 

With such success, Hughes decid- 
ed he wanted to shift his involve- 
ment with the company. He found 
a new passion: working on Senator 
Barack Obama’s presidential cam- 


aion.

circle, which, after taking Zoloft, 
turns to a smile. 

It seems as if every commercial, 
magazine ad, and book is trying to 
promote the newest method of 
“getting happy 


again.” 
With so much 
media attention 


focused on drugs 
for mental disor- 
ders, it is safe to say 
we're once again part 
of a Great 
Depression. 

An estimated 19 
million American 
adults suffer from 
depression 
year, with more 
than half also suf- 
fering from an anx- 
iety disorder. 

Even though depression affects a 
variety of age groups, many first 
experience symptoms in their teen or 
young adult years. 

Consequently, depression screening 
and education is the focus of col- 
leges and universities nationwide. 
Clarke held its fourth annual depres- 
sion screening on October 24, con- 
ducted by Health Services, the 
Counseling Center, and the Nursing 
department. 

Julie Burgmeier, director of Health 
Services at Clarke, said the purpose 
of a screening is mainly to educate, 
but a number of referrals are made 
every year. 

“We promote the screening as a 
self-awareness tool and to make peo- 
ple aware of the good resources

available to them,” she said. 

Clarke’s depression screenings are 
part of a program of Screening for 
Mental Health, Inc., a non-profit 
organization that provides commu- 
nity-based and interactive programs 
of mental health education and 
screening for depression and other 
mental health disorders. 

Participants in the 
screening fill out an 
anonymous survey, 
consisting of 
questions about 
depression, 
mood _ disorder, 
anxiety, and post- 
traumatic stress 
disorder. 

After the survey 
score is tallied, the 
facilitator analyzes 
the outcome with 
the participant and 
makes any neces- 

sary suggestions 

or referrals, 

This year, 30 people were screened 
at Clarke, with half of those partici- 
pants receiving referrals for on and 
off campus health care. 

For students who missed the 
screening, information and help for 
depression is always available on 
campus through the Counseling 
Center in the lower level of Mary 
Frances Hall, or through Health 
Services in Mary Josita Hall.
